ly retarded was presented to 
Gov. Kerner Monday.

It calls for training of! 
2,500 new teachers and the ; 
construction of 15 
mental 
health facilities. 


The plan was prepared by the 
Illinois State Advisory Council 
on Mental Retardation. 


The new teachers are need- 
ed, the report said, to comply 
with state laws making special 
classes for the retarded man- 
datory. This would mean in- 
creasing 
the present 
rate of 
training such teachers in Illi- 
nois by four times. 


The new facilities should be 
built at the rate of one a year 
for the next 15 years, the re- 
port recommended. As the facil- 
ities are put into use, antiquat- 
ed structures, such as the Dixon 
and Lincoln state schools should 
be torn down. 


Other points made in the re- 
port included: 


—The creation of pre-school 
programs 
for 
disadvantaged 
children under 7. Up to 50 per 
cent of all retardation might be 
prevented if corrective educa- 
tional and social agencies reach 
children early, the report said. 


—The organization of employ- 
ment workshops and 
pre-em- 
ployment 
training set 
up 
in 
mental health institutions by the 
Illinois Department of Mental 
Health and the Illinois Division 
of Vocational Rehabilitation. 


—The Family Court Division 
of Circuit Court should be given 
jurisdiction 
over all 
mentally 
retarded persons, not just re- 
tarded juveniles. 


—Place 
all 
children 
under 
6, now waiting for entry to state

LBJ Expects 
Industry 
To Bring Balance Close 


N E W YORK (AP)—President Johnson's administra- 
tion is counting on U. S. industry to chop $1 billion from 
the nation's balance of payments deficit in 1966. 


That would bring the nation's 
international account close to 
the balance point, said Andrew 
F. Brimmer, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce for Economic 
Affairs, in an address prepared 
for delivery to the American Fi- 
nance Association. 


Brimmer said that target is 
the reason the so-called volun- 
tary restrictions on export of 
dollars for overseas investment 
have been clearly focused on 
industry. 


The 
1966 
"guidelines" 
on 
overseas investment limit such 
spending during the two-year 
1965-66 period to 90 per cent of 
the level of investments in the 
three-year 1962-64 period. 


Corporations also have been 
asked to boost exports and re- 
port quarterly on foreign trans- 
actions. The number of corpora- 
tions to report quarterly will be 
more than 900, compared with 
about 500 in 1965. 


Brimmer contended that the 
1965 voluntary program "is like- 
ly to be a major source of the 
substantial improvement in the 
U. S. balance of payments for 
1965." 


That came about, he said, 
through increased expansion of 
exports and the repatriation of 
income earned overseas. 


"On the other hand, the con- 
tinued high rate of direct invest- 
ment has dampened the over-all 
improvement," 
Brimmer 
add- 
ed. 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Young men who join the Peace 
Corps or sign on as volunteers 
in the war on poverty are eligi- 
ble for occupational deferment 
from the draft, a Selective Serv- 
ice official said today. 


But youths on the receiving 
end of federal job training pro- 
grams are eligible for induction, 
if they meet the physical and 
mental standards set for draf- 
tees.

cerned," said Capt. William S. 
Pascoe, public information offi- 
cer for the Selective Service 
System, "if a person is in the 
Job Corps, there is no reason 
for us to defer them." 


Peace Corps volunteers are 
considered to be in an occupa- 
tion vital to the national inter- 
est. The same is true of young 
men who join the Volunteers in 
Service to America — VISTA, 
domestic 
counterparts of 
the 
Peace Corps. 


Deferments are granted on a 
year-to-year basis. The young 
man involved would be deferred 
only during the period of his 
service with the Peace Corps or 
with VISTA. 


Once a man has been de 
ferred, his draft liability is ex- 
tended until he is 35. 


QueenOpens 
900th Year 
Abbey 
Rites

LONDON (AP) — Queen Eliz- 
abeth II placed a bouquet of red 
roses on a small altar in West- 
minster Abbey today to inaugu- 
rate the year-long celebration of 
the 900th anniversary of Brit- 
ain's premier church. 


The abbey was 
consecrated 
on Dec. 28, 1065, Holy Innocents 
Day. 
Edward 
the 
Confessor, 
who had ordered it built, died 
soon after without seeing the 
completed structure. 


Since its consecration as a 
Benedictine monastery, the ab- 
bey has been the 
coronation 
church of all of England's mon- 
archs but two. Elizabeth was 
married 
there 
in 
1947 
and 
crowned there in 1953. Thirteen 
British kings and five queens 
are buried there. 


It was to honor the abbey's 
builder that the queen took the 
roses today from a cushion car- 
ried by the abbey's senior chor- 
ister and laid them on the altar 
near the marble tomb of King 
Edward. 


As the queen arrived with her 
husband, Prince Philip, her sis- 
ter, Princess Margaret, and oth- 
er members of the royal family, 
a 
ceremonial 
prelude 
was 
played on the great abbey org 
an. It was composed for the oc- 
casion by Sir Arthur Bliss, mas- 
ter of the queen's musick. 


Resplendently garbed officials 
took part in the stately ceremo- 
nial. The Archbishops of Canter- 
bury, York, Wales and Dublin 
were 
on 
hand 
with 
the 
Primus of Scotland and repre- 
sentatives of other churches in 
Britain and overseas.

factory in Soviet Georgia that 
had cost 2.40 rubles — $2.64 — 
the average daily earning of a 
woman clerk here. So she wrote 
lo Pravda, the Communist party 
organ. 


The paper got together with a 
Moscow department store and 
summoned 
a meeting to put 
people on the spot. 


To discuss stockings in the 
Communist system, it took peo- 


ple from five different govern- 
ment ministries, plus the facto- 
ries, plus Moscow shops. They 
seemed 
to 
Pravda 
to 
have 
agreed that the stocking busi- 
ness has problems. 


Inadequate and poor quality 
yarn is supplied to factories. 
Machinery is old. 


The Krtsanisi factory in Geor- 
gia was the main scapegoat. 


Pravda 
said 
it sent 
16,000 
pairs of stockings to Moscow's 
central department store this 
year and all of them were de- 
fective. They are sitting in a 
warehouse 
while 
the 
factory 
refuses to accept responsibility. 


Pravda concluded on the usu- 
al cheery note of such public 
admissions that problems have 
existed in the Soviet. Union. In 
1966 better yarn will be suppli- 
ed, some factories will be re- 
equipped and production will in- 
crease 11 per cent.

Fanfani indicated that he still

Johnson will be focusing much 
of his attention in the next few 
days on drafting of the new 
budget. 


Federal spending this fiscal 
year under the Johnson admin- 
istration is expected to reach an 
all-time high of between $105 
billion and $107 billion. Next 
year's figure is expected to be 
higher, with increased spending 
on the Viet Nam war. 


The Texas White House said 
today no final decisions have 
been made yet on the spending 
blueprint for the 1967 fiscal year 
that begins next July 1 — the 
period covered 
by the 
forth- 
coming budget.

Peaceful Earth Spies 
Tell Helpful Secrets

ted the trouble on the ground. 
Steps to control

were taken that much earlier. 


This is one example of a new, 
expanding kind of spying to pry 
out valuable earth secrets — 
how crops and forests are far- 
ing, where hidden minerals or 
oil may lie, to fight fires, to find 
clues to coming changes in cli-

t man by his actions is 


doing to his own planet. 


Earth scientists call this re- 
mote sensing of the environ- 
ment. It is aided now by a whole 
family of new sensing devices 
developed largely for military 
uses and now being taken off 
the secret list. 


The spying eye over the wheat 
field was an infra-red device 
which detects heat waves. A 
darker image from part of the 
field marked the beginning of 
block stem rust disease. 


Dr. Robert N. Colwell profes- 
sor of forestry at the University 
of California, cited this instance 
of helpful spying today to the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science.

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Editorial Comment 


Programed Learning 


Optimistic reports about the suc- 
cess of programed learning, in which 
teaching machines are used in con- 
junction 
with 
special 
instruction 
books, have come from a number of 
schools. One of the more interesting 
aspects of these reports is that they 
make all the more plain the basic im- 
portance of being able to read well. 
Without this skill the programed in- 
struction books, as well as other ed- 
ucational opportunities, are of rela- 
tively little help to the student. 


In programed instruction the pu- 
pil, working at his own speed, answers 
a series of questions based on state- 
ments designed to develop a specific 
subject. The answers are immediately- 
available under a sliding cover. It is 
intended that the student check his 
answers with the official ones before 


going on to the next group of state- 
ments and questions. 


Teachers vary in their use of pro- 
gramed instruction. Some find it a 
successful way to adjust teaching to 
varying levels of ability. Others use 
the books to help special children or to 
reinforce teaching methods already in 
use. A few teachers report finding it 
difficult to interest special students 
in using the programed instruction 
when the rest of the class is occupied 
with other activities. 


On the whole teaching machines 
seem to be an educational help of in- 
creasing importance. Yet, like so many 
other modern machines, they are only 
as good as the material programed 
into them. A teacher must still moti- 
vate the student, answer questions and 
bring the subject to life. And the child 
must be able to read.

It is good that tentative plans for 
government subsidy or publication of 
a science newspaper have been called 
into question at an early stage. Grave 
issues of national policy are involved 
in this proposal. 


There may be a need for a new pub- 
lication that would bring the enormous 
array of scientific developments into 
better focus. Advances are being made 
on so many fronts, and so rapidly, 
that existing scientific journals have 
not been able to keep pace. Giving the 
public — even the scientific commun- 
ity itself — an adequate idea of what 
is going on in science is a difficult 
problem. 


The 
question, however, 
is not 
whether 
a 
comprehensive 
science 
newspaper is desirable; the question 
is whether such a publication should 
be established or even sponsored by 
the government, and supported to any 
extent with tax funds. The short an- 
swer, in our view, is that this should 
not be done, because government in-

vasion of the newspaper field poses 
an ultimate threat to freedom of the 
press. 


The American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association has raised objections 
along this line, expressing concern 
about the "policy implications" of an 
official study to determine the feasi- 
bility of having a science newspaper. 
These fears are by no means ground- 
less, even though William Knox, chair- 
man of the White House Committee 
on Scientific and Technical informa- 
tion, describes the ANPA's concern as 
"overblown." 


The newspaper publisher's group 
said this in a letter to Dr. Donald F. 
Hornig, the President's science ad- 
viser: "We do not believe any news- 
paper should accept any form of sub- 
sidy from the government; to do so 
would jeopardize its independence and 
thereby erode the freedoms guaran- 
teed in the First Amendment." That is 
the essential argument against a gov- 
ernment-sponsored science newspaper.

That decision was in large 
measure shaped by Goldwater 
himself, although he wasn't on 
hand, associates of the former 
Arizona senator and 1964 GOP 
presidential nominee reported. 
Goldwater was said to have

campaigns. 


It affects a treasury which 
reportedly contains more than 
$200,000, almost all of it raised 
but not spent in Goldwater's 
unsuccessful try for the White 
House.

Texas GOP Chairman Peter 
O'Donnell, who now is a leader 
of the Citizens for Goldwater 
group, has pointed out there 
were no strings attached to the 
funds still in its treasury. 


Just how string-free it is was 
demonstrated when some men

argued it should be transformed 
into a conservative political ac- 
tion group. 


Goldwater and former Rep. 
William E. Miller, the GOP vice

Abuse 
of 
barbiturates 
has 
become the leading cause of 
death by poisoning. How many 
of these deaths are accidental 
and how many suicidal is hard 
to determine because the person 
who takes an ever - increasing 
dose of barbiturates goes into a 
fuzzy state. He doesn't know 
how many pills he has already 
taken and in a semiconscious 
state may take another big dcse 
—the last. 


Whereas addiction to narcot- 
ics is associated chiefly with 
underworld characters, 
addic- 
tion to barbiturates is being 
seen in all levels of society. 
But the underlying cause is the 
same. 


It is not the drug that causes 
the addiction — it is a personal 
maladjustment, 
a 
failure 
to 
meet life with sufficient forti- 
tude to withstand the tempta- 
tion to seek an easy way out 
of the problems 
induced by 
chronic fatigue. 


The better - known of the 
many barbiturates are Amytal, 
Butisol, 
Nembutal, 
Pentothal, 
phenobarbital or Luminal, and 
Seconal. All these drugs depress 
the nervous system. When taken 
in the amount prescribed by a 
physician they are safe and 
valuable aids in the treatment 
of epilepsy, high blood pressure, 
peptic ulcer and nervous ex- 
haustion. 


Taken in larger - than - pre- 
scribed doses over a prolonged 
period they can produce ex- 
treme restlessness, 
irritability 
and mental confusion. 


Not only does the barbiturate 
addict come to depend on the 
drug but sudden withdrawal will 
cause delirium and convulsions 
that are harder to treat than 
symptoms following withdrawal 
of narcotics. 


Withdrawal 
of 
barbiturates 
can be accomplished safely only 
in a hospital and takes from 
three weeks to six months, de- 
pending on the degree of addic- 
tion. 


And woe to him who tries to 
combine barbiturates with the 
drinking of alcohol. Alcohol, far 


from being a stimulant as was 
once supposed, is also a ner- 
vous system depressant. 


The combined effect of the 
two depressants is greater than 
that of either one alone. Acute 
barbiturate poisoning 
can be 
successfully treated if it is dis- 
covered and diagnosed in time 
but. combined barbiturate and 
alcohol poisoning is a combina- 
tion that is a real booby trap.

Vica; Does Something 
About Empty Churches

COPENHAGEN, 
Denmark 
(AP) — Tired of preaching to 
empty churches, a defiant Luth- 
eran vicar has demanded that 
parents who have a child bap- 
tized in hi 
church 'agree to 
attend services once a month 
for 14 years. 


So 
far, 
six 
couples 
have 
pledged 
to 
obey 
the 
"mild 
Church discipline" of the Rev. 
Ludwig 1-Iusum, 29, vicar of the 
twin parishes 
of Sobber 
and 
Sotre Ajlstrup, in central Jut- 
land. 


But one couple refused to pay 
what they thought was a stiff 
price 
in 
churchgoing. 
They 
lodged a complaint with 
the 
bishop of the diocese. Trouble 
is brewing all over the place. 


"I have decided to stay and 
fight. I take my guidance from 
the New Testament rather than 
from Church 
laws. I am a 
priest, not a lawyer," the Rev. 
Mr. Husum says. 


The bishop has warned him, 
advising him to take six month's 
sick leave to think it all over.

The Rev. Mr. Husum preach- 
es in two churches every Sun- 
day. In one the attendance nev- 
er surpasses 8 per cent of the 
parish population. In the other 
attendance frequently is down 
to 4 per cent. 


Most other Danish vicars are 
no better off. Though 98 per 
cent of all Danes are members 
of 
the 
Lutheran 
"People's 
Church," less than 7 per cent 
of them are regular 
church 
goers. They become automatic- 
ally members of the Church 
when baptized, but may quit 
anytime and escape a Church 
tax. However that takes initia- 
tive and apparently very few 
find it worth the trouble though 
they may never go inside a 
church. 


Only the king is constitution- 
ally bound to be a member of 
the Lutheran Church which, in 
fact, is no real state church. It 
is autonomous, and though the 
Ministry of Churches covers all 
its costs from church tax rev- 
enues, it rarely intervenes 
ecclesiastical affairs. 


"But in this case there is no 
doubt. Parents have a right to 
have their child baptized, with- 
out any conditions, as Jong as 
they pay the church tax 
ministry spokesman says.

But t h e mandatory 5 p.m. 
closing, the abbreviated lunch 
period and the earlier starting 
time add up to disaster for the 
restaurant business, in the opin- 
ion of one owner. 


"What can we serve in a half 
hour?" he asked. "A sandwich 
isn't a Chilean meal. That's an 
American meal, and the Ameri- 
cans can live on it because they 
eat breakfast. We Chileans don't 
eat breakfast. We need a real 
lunch." 


The general manager of a 
major industrial and financial 
operation predicts a sharp in- 
crease in efficiency. 


"Look at us now," he said. 
"We come to work in the middle 
of the morning and just as we 
are getting things done, we stop 
and go off somewhere to eat far 
too much and drink half a bottle 
of wine. Then we spend the rest 
of the afternoon trying to get 
started aga:Ji and by the time 
we are started it's time to quit." 


His secretary disagrees: 
"On my salary (the equiva- 
lent of $120 per month) I can't 
afford to go to a restaurant ev- 
ery day instead of going home 
to lunch. I'll have to bring a 
sandwich in a paper bag and eat 
at the office-and I'llhate it." 


The government decreed the 
new hours for Santiago, Valpar- 
aiso and Concepcion, the three 
largest cities, with the under- 
standing that if it works it will 
be made nationwide.

In 1st Round 
At Tournament 


WAVERLY -

At home, some members of 
Congress and other

Other critics on the home 
front wanted to know why the 
United States was fighting in 
Viet Nam at all. 


Administration 
officials took 
the position that as commander 
in chief of the armed forces the 
President's authority was vest- 
ed in his office. They also point- 
ed out that both the Senate and 
House have given the Viet Nam 
venture massive support. 


In 
August, 
1964, the 
two 
branches of Congress by com- 
bined votes of 512-2 asserted in 
a resolution this country's readi- 
ness to use force if necessary 
to help South Viet Nam "In de- 
fense of its freedom." 


Last May both houses ap- 
proved a $700 million appropria- 
tion for military costs in Viet 
Nam. The President had stated 
in advance that favorable action 
would be a vote "to persist in 
our efforts to halt Communist 
aggression in South Viet Nam." 


Teh resolution went through 
the House 408-7 and through the 
Senate 88-3. 


A main argument against U.S. 
participation in the war in Viet 
Nam has been that this country 
is fighting the wrong enemy in 
a remote place under almost 
impossible conditions. 


Critics say the North Viet- 
namese and the Viet Cong guer- 
rilla forces represent only a 
peripheral power in the Com- 
munist world and that their de- 
feat would not prove anything to 
the big Communist nations. 


In addition the critics have 
argued that for the Vietnamese 
Reds the conflict is essentially a 
patriotic war for the homelands 
and that South Viet Nam contin- 
ues to exist under an anti-Com- 
munist regime only because the 
United States is propping it up. 


Administration
